You say he (Roosevelt) said 
he would, in the columns of" the Out- 
look or "otherwise, do what h'e could 
to direct attention to the worlr ac- 
complished by Senator La.Follette Jn 
Wisconsin.' . If he had said no more 
that would justify what I 'have said, 
that the message brought by you to 
La Follette from Roosevelt encour- 
aged La Follette to become a candi- 
date.

Solemn Procession Leaves 


Washington Amid Roar of 


Minute Guns 


WASHINGTON, March 23. — With 


all the pomp and solemnity that a 
mighty nation can pay its heroes of 
war, the last of the dead of the Maine 
were laid away today in Arlington 
cemetery. 


Side by side the bodies of those 


brought back 
from 
Havana harbor 


after the war i\lth Spain, they were 
consigned" to the earth of the old 
Dominion, while a nation paid its last 
measure of honor to the "unidenti- 
fied" of that great catastrophe tliat 
brotight on a war, changed the map 
of the world and extended the empire 
of the *Jnited States into the corners 
of the earth. 


STATION'S TRIBUTE. 


Seldom in the history of this coun- 


try has there been planned a higher 
tribute to the memory of any man or 
men than for the sixty-four dead on 
the Maine. 
Government business in 


Washington practically was suspended 
by executive Border. 
President Taft, 


most of the members or the cabinet, 
the highest officers 'of the army, the 
navy and the marine corps, officials 
of the department and the represent- 
atives of many foreign powers par- 
ticipated in the exercises? 


Over the government buildings flags 
hung at half mast, while Congress 
adjourned for the day. The boom- 
ing of minute guns and the tramp 
of soldiery added the touch of mili- 
tary pomp and circumstance. 


Elaborate preparations had been 
made for the ceremonies of burial. 
Beginning with the removal of the 
dead from the United States ship Bir- 
mingham, which . brought 
them up 


from Havana, and ending with the 
firing of three volleys of musketry 
over the new-made-graves .across the 
Potomac, the ceremony was designed 
to show all honor and respect to the 
dead. The escort'ffor the slow march 
through tlie 
streets 
of the capital 


from the Birmingham to the State, 
War and Navy building was picked 
from the Birmingham and other ves- 
sels now In Washington. The speak- 
ers who faced the crowd in the plaza 
behind the navy building were only

'Dead.' " He spoke as follows: 
This spot, today, combines elements of 
the permanent which a visitor wouli not 
find In equal degree anywhere else on tins 
continent. 'He faces the glory" of the ever- 
lasting hills; ho is conscious of the prox- 
imity of the ceaseless" sea; he brands 
in an edifice bearing the imprint of u 
civilization bygone by twenty centuries 
which yet dominates thn thoughts, the 
actions and the modes of mankind, he Is 
under the clonk of an institution which, 
^however changing Its methods, apparatus 
and personnel, seeks consistently to en- 
rforco to tho present the lessons of the 
past, and has for its law and aim the 
pursuit of truth — our nearest approach to 
the absolute — and 
the 
development of 
character, which is the object of human 
•effort In its eternal progress. Hs seems 
thus environed by manifestations of the 
•permanent. 
And of all ?he reflections 
which come to him here. ,ihls surely 
would surge uppermoat: tl'B cnduricg In 
.nature and even tho enduring In man. 
•If his, visit be on Charter Day, another 
'element will be added — In the deliberate 
^purpose which this day declares — of link- 
ing, the present gratefully with the past — 
the achievement with Its prlglrs 
And 
if he be a librarian, on this particular 
Charter .Day, he will Inevitably be affected 
bya -potenf one -In addition — the know'- 
edgof that on this d.iy you will dedicate 
an edifice which will add another lin'.c to 
the pa stp-notfcy, reviving it in a particular 
architectural mode, "but by actually con- 
serving what may be worthy and service- 
able of It as recorded by man himself 
throughout the ages. 
In these several 
manifestations — sspeela'ly In contrast w.tu 
toe kaleidoscopic activities of what we call 
"the affairs" of the moment — there Is a 
sort of assurance very tranqulllzing. 
They give one a sense of rest — a convic- 
tion of continuity. And, with the excuse 
of a later purpose, I ask you to notice 
that they do so becauiie, and In propbi- 
tlon, as they seem to Jcoep alive the so- 
called "dead." 


WHAT IS "DEAD"? 


What Is the dead In nature, when there 
Is no Item of eruption that docs not pro- 
long Its service Indaflnitcly In th^ life of 
others? What Is there dead In a work of 
man, worthy, In Its inception, which has 
made Its contribution to the thousht, 
tha ,tasto, the spirit,, or the; comfort of 
tnan?' Is tha • Parthenon dead because It 
«ti>ids now an untenanted ruin? If thn 
theater at Athens dead • because Aosohy- 
lui and ^Sophocles have passed ? Tou have

THE VITAL 


But It 1» not merely because they do 
that the evidence of them Is sought, pre- 
served and studied here. For the evidence 
Is similarly sought of other civilizations 
of which no BU3h assertion could bo made, 
or at least In no like degree, and oven at 
human' efforts 
and 
experiences ante- 
dating no-called civilization. A museum 
nay, be the custodian of It; -and such a 
museum will rather and conserve it to the 
tnost minute fragment, bone, ornament, 
Implement — counting each precious — with 
no hierarchy- -amongst them; und tho 
»"1»nt!«t will ntudv them with an Impartial 
•cat an If, though their uses, their per- 
formance be paused— they are all, In a 
•ense. Vital.'1 For they are all regarded 
Ail -significant axptufcslona of man, and 
and oa contributory to that greatest of 
Dciences within the attainable studio 
of man — man himself. 


But while this interest Is accepted as 
•warrantable In the cusn or every object 
•nd every process In natitro, and In tha 
case of man, of rrnst monuments left 
by him— and of most relks, there In a 
point at which It demurs: it accepts the 
contents of the museum, but it boslris 
to hesitate at tho conttnts of the li- 
brary. 


LIBRARY MOST VITAL. 


Tho contents of a library are alto ex- 
pressions of man, an'I o:ie would soy tho 
most significant, for they are In addi- 
tion the conscious expressions. They re- 
flect hla Btato, whlsn In »11 that the con- 
(tents of B. museum flo, but th«y tecord 
al*o his own momnry of tho post, h)s 
own hope for the intuit, his concept 
of his relation with his fellows and -nlth 
the infinite, and his Intlmnte communion 
with himself. They are man lookint? back- 
ward. forward, upward and Inward. And 
they ore man tho artist employing vehicle 
winch, Ig bin unique endowment, for the 
utilization of hla gift to inform or to 
affect his fellown. /They nro not merely 
man static, they nre man dynan'le. 
PLACE OF CURRENT LITERATURE. 
Now tho analysis must Involve some 
consideration of the elements which go 
to make the conventional library ft to- 
day, The most obvious la rurivnt lltcrn- 
1ure; It IB this which. Influences common

clare at once that the Implication (and 
It Id A common one) that such books _ 
thn unworthy residuum— KO largely to the 
making of our libraries today. Is a false 
one. 
They form a trifling percentage 


of the accessions of even our municipal 


Have the notion Is passing. At any rate. 
the necessity for recourse 
with us in America the reading habit Is 
already general and a^id: and the prob- 
lem la no longer to create, but to direct 
I personally hope that the time will 
come jvhen our public libraries will re- 
vert to the recommendation of Emerson, 
and buy no book In any but the literature 
of knowledge, less than a year old. 
as a measure of expediency to prevent 
misunderstanding, but also because be- 
tween tha advertisements of publishers.

TWO KINDS OF LITERATURE. 


The greater part—far more than nine- 


tenths—of the books in our libraries rep- 
resent literature of the past. 
They belong to one of two categories— 
the literature of knowledge or the litera- 
ture of power. The literature of power 
li that put forth by the emotion or by 
the Imagination of man, or man purely as 
poet or artist, appealing rather to the 
emotion, or to the Imagination than to the 
reason. And the teat of them as litera- 
ture Is their sincerity. 
Their art may be 
defective, but if they expressed sincerely 
the emotion or the Imagination of man— 
of man at whatever epoch—they had and 
the retain a value. 
They are autobi- 
ographic, and no study of man can be 
complete without recourse to them, no 
study of man's history; for it Is emotion 
rather than reason which have been, as 
they are, the moving Impulses of, men in 
affaire, even and especially in the crises 
of life. 
The cumulated reason may be 
the fuel, but the emotions and the imag- 
ination are the flame, and It Is the flame 
that does the work. 
^ 


And' so' such books"! should survive and 
whatever their rank In the world litera- 
ture shquld.be utudled. Jf they .cease to 
affect in one relation, they must,continue 
to appeal In another. 
The author may 
have left no Imprint upon his generation; 
ho may not have expressed a type; ho 
may havo lived, thought, felt and died 
in isolation. 
Well, then, the very fact 


qf his Isolation may be important. The 
sporadic among plants yields the oppor 
tunlty for a now species. How else, the 
navel orange? Shall we admit less of the 
sporadic among men? "Whatsoever page 
the authentic soul of man has touched 
with her immortalizing finger is as fresh 
and fair today as It was to the world's 
gray fathers." 


So that It bo authentic. That Is ,the 
test. But of how many books published 
prior to tho twentieth century or at least 
prior to the Hoe proas, can we say that 
they -were not authentic? Aud as to the 
books written before the Invention of 
printing there is not one; not one however 
crude which did not express truly some- 
thing which is worthy of study today, 
cvon though It may no longer serve as 
a guide to conduct. Tho very effort to 
produce 4t, the.very expense of publish- 
ing it, Is an assurance." The very fact 
that It hns survived, imports. 


AUTHENTICITY THE TEST. 


Now It Is quite true that such books 
are not of an equality. 
Tho authentic 
soul of one author tg by no means com- 
pletely the authentic soul of man; anil 
ths souls of authors differ hugely in both 
their power of vision nnd their power of 
expression. It IB quite fair to say that 
In a quest for general culture tho present 
generation, with a limited leisure, may 
confine its effort to tho masters—the 
most far-reaching In vision, the most ex- 
pert In expression. 
But this la not to 


»ay, nor did Dr. Eliot mean, thnt In tho 
quest lor particular culture It could safe- 
ly ignore the others. Nor is It. there- 
fore, to admit that In n. library which '.s 
to furnish not merely tha culture of every 
day intercourse, but the culture of com- 
plote scholarship, they should bo wanting. 


The mind, the reason, the dexterity of 
man Improve with tho ages. 
Wo nro 
bound to believe this if wo assume a pro- 
gressive evolution. The knowledge, cer- 
tainly does. But as to the spirit wo may 
not bo so sure. Tho organization of It 
in conscious service docs. But the soul 
Itself? Was that tho special gift of God 
himself—distinguishing man 
from other 
creatures? If so, must it n6t have come 
sufficient from his- hands? 
It may not 
b« safe to assume otherwise; It may not 
be respectful.

PART TO SURVIVE. 


But wiser, In respect ot the factg of 
knowledge, there certainly are. And It 
In when we com* to the llteraturn of 
knowledge that the argument for survival 
—for retention—mav scorn more difficult. 
Such a prodigious mass of It superseded! 
Such a mass of It proved to have been 
based on Inaccurate observation or Im- 
perfect correlation; such another mans 
proved deliberately perverse In Its state- 
ment: such another mass made obsolete 
by the discovery of new evidence or by 
thn ascertainment of now principles In 
nature or of new process In the arts! And 
no small ma*s of it rendered useless by 
the adoption of new methods of Invcstl-

. ^"L?" caae over-argued defeats itself. 
And this case would be over-argued 1f' It 
sacra to 'contend for the absolute Inclu- 
sion In a. library of everything in print. 
There Is nothing so sacred 
in mere 
type that it will In itself sanctify an ut- 
terance which would bo trivial In the lab- 
oratory, unpractical In the shop, witless 
in the salon, pr from which we would turn 
disgusted on tho street. 
The license to 
print has In all times been misused by 
man to exploit tho vicious in him as well 
is the ennobling; to advertise that which 
he shares with tho beasts as well as that 
which, by endeavor, he m,ay share with 
God. 
And the only excuse for the reten- 
tion of such expressions In a library is 
the need of the sociologist to study their 
Influence upon Insanity and criminology 
They would be retained as tho so-called 
crank literature" Is retained, tho books 
which still undertake to square the circle 
demonstrate perpetual motion and prove 
the earth not a globe—thev would be re- 
tained as material for tho study of pathol- 
ogy—these of the human mind, those of 
the human soul. 


.But excluding those, there remain few. 


Indeed, not completely repetitious, for 
which • from some point of view a case 
could not be made out. If their Interest 
Is small to science It may be great to 
hlstgry; If small to the man of letters, 
considering values merely literary, It may 
be great to the bibliographer and collec- 
tor considering Idlosyncracles of mere 
form. And while the claims of these va- 
rious Interests may differ In rank, no 
one of them can- bo utterly disregarded. 
And the library which Is to offer the 
resource not merely for Instruction but 
for culture, and not merely for general 
culture but for the particular culture that 
are the aim of far-reaching scholarship, 
must recognize them all. In recognizing 
even history in its amplest sense It will 
recognize them all, for that term will 
embrace the literary record of all that 
man has done, felt and thought tn each 
of his moods or activities. And the ser- 
vice of such o, library will be something 
larger than the response to a particular 
Inquiry.

It will cultivate the 
Imagination necessary even In the busi- 
ness of a people given to business; and 
It will healthily promote humor.

these, In addition to its service In ad- 
vancing science, In diffusing knowledge 
and in insolrlnir sound sentiment. 


In a democracy, such an Influence In 


of the greatest import, since no form 
of socley Is so cocksure in its opinions, 
so hasty in notion upon them; none so 
careless of experience of the past or 
of the example of others; none so In- 
tolerant. 
I will not say none with so 


little senie of humor; for a sense of hu- 
mor Is. In fact, an existing assent of our 
particular democracy, tending to conser- 


so precious an asset that It must be cul- 
tivated with every resource at our com- 
mand. We must give It the wherewithal 
to feed upon, and books offer this as 
t>o other material whatsoever. So, what- 
ever may bo the limitations of our ordi- 
nary popular libraries, our research li- 
braries Include, an ulterior service, of tho 
largest practical Importance.

We 
would have you take due account of tho 
other research collections throughout the 
country, including those at Washington, 
which may be drawn upon freely In a 
very special need 
We would, on the 
contrary, urge you to promote by your 
own example and Influence a specializa- 
tion among our research libraries, which, 
enabling each to devote a distinctive ef- 
foit to certain deoartments of literature, 
will Insure an aggregate of collections 
calculated to respond in the amplest way 
to the needs of American scholarship. 
Your process of acquisition must be ona 
of selection.

In your specialty—an obvious one, Pa-

Allen, the boy accused, is not yet out 
of his 'teens 


Allen had a pony to sell, which he 
guaianteecl to lie well broke. 
He ap- 
peared before Harris, saying 
he 
had 
heard the latter wanted to buy a horse 
and Hams, although he said he had not 
know himself that he wanted to do so, 
decided maybe he was mistaken and per- 
haps he did. 
Allen said he had asked 
$-'5 for the horse, so Hants testified, 
but was willing to take $22 and after 
Harris had looked over the mare a bit, 
the deal was closed. 
True, the mare aeomed to be a hit off 


In Its action when Allen rods her for the 
inspection of tiie prospective buyer, but 
he thought that was due to the tact that 
the riding took place on the side of a 
hill.

DECLARES 'PHONE MERGER 


IS CONTRARY TO THE LAW 


Subscriber of Heme Company Says He 


Has Been Damaged $50,000 


SAN 
FRANCISCO. March 23. — De- 


claring that the recent merger of the 
Bay Cities Home Telephone company 
and Pacific Telephone 
and 
Telegraph 


company, in which the former deeded to 
the Bell concern all of its property and 
rights in San Francisco, is contrary to 
law and nil! result in a personal injury, 
an injunction and restraining order was 
asked this morning by O. L. Scott, a 
subscriber for the Home company. 
In a lengthy petition filed in Judge 
Uawlor's couit at 11 o'clock, this morr.- 
ing, 
Scott alleges that the Bell com- 
pani-eb are operating all over the coun- 
try, are In fact a trust, and are lunnlns 
in violation of tho Cartwright law. 
He 
further declares that the Pacific '-ele- 
phone company's service is obsolete and 
Inadequate and that ho has been dam- 
aged to the amount of $50,000 by the 
tiansfer. 
The action today is mcraly the formal 
carrying out of the doslie of the Board 
of Supervisors to test the legality of 
the deeding of the Home concern to the 
Pacific Telephone companies last Satur- 
day. 
Atunneys Ciist and Johnson, in 
behalf 01 Scott cornmonouj suit naming 
six concerns which, 
however, nanow 
themsehes down to two as defendants. 
These are the Bay 
Cities Homo Tele- 
phono company, the Pacific States Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company, the Pa- 
cific Telephone and Telegraph company, 
the Home Long Distance Telephone com- 
pany, the Home Telephone company, and 
tho Home Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany. 


SALE FORBIDDEN. 


It is alleged that in the granting Of 
a. franchise to the Home corporation, 
October S, 1906, the supervisors regulated 
the ordinance by lorbidding the company 
"to sell or ^transfer its property or any 
of its, rights -or privileges authorized- or 
granted by said franchise, to any per- 
son, company, combination, trust or cor- 
poration except by consent of the city 
and counts' o£ San Francisco as evidenced 
by ordinance duly passed by the Board 
Of Supervisors thereof." 
It is charged that the Home Telephone 
company in violation of the agreement, 
sold out to the Bay Cities Home Tele- 
phone company; that the Bay Cities sold 
to the Home Long Distance Telephone 
company, and that on March 16, the lat- 
ter corporation deeded their property and 
assets tn the Pacific Telephone and Tel- 


r egraph company, which vas formerly the 
I Pacific States Tolephoiv- and Telegraph 
1 company, but which 
allowed its 
fian- 
chiaa to lapse and organized under the 
uew name. 
Scott sets forth that he is one of 13,000 
subscilbers and that 
tho sale by the 
Homo company to the Pacific company 
prevents the proper canying out of his 
contract with the former. 
He asserts 
' "hat a nation wldu consplruc/ exists on 
mo part of tha so-called Bell Telephone 
monopoly of which each and all of theb« 
defendants •"»•»; subsidiary party to main- 
tain hiyn rentals and exorbitant charges 
for usage of telephones and to stiflo com- 
petition, all of which is contrary to the 
IO.-KS of the State of California and tha 
United States of America us expressed 
In tho Cartwright anti-trust law, and 
the Sherman antl-frust la.w, respectively. 
"That the Pacific Telephone and Tele- 
graph company hns threatened to and 
will unless icstralned by the court dls- 
mantel the pvopeitits of tho Homo Tel- 
ephone company and will begin to enjoy 
the business thereof. 
"That the plaintiff has no adequate re- 
lief except in the court." 


GROUNDS OF DAMAGE. 


The following specific grounds of dam- 
age are quoted by Scott in roauestins 
the injunction and restraining order. 
Firsts-He is deprived of talking with 


13,000 other subscribers of the Home con- 
cern. 
Second—That he must use the Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph company, which 
he claims Is notoriously Inadequate. 
Third—That much time will bo lost by 
the. change. 
Fourth—That the personal damage re- 
sulting from the sale will amount to 
$1000. 
Fifth—That he Trill suffer much loss of 
business. 
He requests, first, that the defendants 
be cited to show cause why an injunction 
should not issue restraining them from 
making such changes. 
Second—That the deed would pass be- 
tween the1 companies ba set aside as 
fraudulent. 
Third—That $50,000 damages bo paid. 
Superior Judge Lawlor at noon filed a 
temporary restraining order preventing 
any further operations by tho Pacific 
Telephone company In taking over the 
Home Tetephone company's properties. 
The matter was continued ona week for 
further hearing.

In announcing that he would retire from the bench at the close 


of nis present term, Superior Judge Ellsworth made a significant 
statement in regard to the recall. Coining fron* a man of ripe years 
and long experience on the bench, and who was absolutely sure of 
re-election, Judge 'Ellsworth's statement is worthy of attention. It 
shows that the recall had a large, if not deciding, influence in mak- 
ing up his mind to retire from office at this time. \Ve quote • 


"It is a popular belief that public officials never retire, that they 


must either be defeated for re-election or must die in office. 
Well, 


I will be an exception to the rule. Then, there is another thing, I 
do not believe in the recall. I think that it is a very vicious jjiece 
of legislation. I may at some time or other make an unpopular rul- 
ing or give an unpopular decision, which would occasion a recall 
movement against me, and, no matter what the result might be, 
Etich an action would tend to 'humiliate me." 


Bench and bar had united in urging Judge Ellsworth to con- 


.tinue in the place he has occupied for more than twenty-three years, 
but when he thought of the possibility of being assailed through the 
recall and put on trial before the electorate on a charge of failing in 
Ibis duty or doing actual wrong, he decided that he would retire now. 
{While he is a brave man and had no fear that the voters would con- 
demn him, his pride shrank from the ordeal to which he might at 
any time be subjected. 


In all probability he would have accepted another term, but for 


the menace of the recall. His career on the bench might close in a 
struggle to defend himself and his judicial honor from unmerited 
reproach, and that was something his self-respect recoiled from. 
'Thus an upright, faithful and justice-loving man is lost to the 
'judiciary because he has been made subject to malicious assault 
'whenever a small percentage of the voters deemed they had a griev- 
ance against him. Not fear of consequences, but reluctance to face 
at his time of life a disagreeable and humiliating ordeal that might 
"be forced on him at any time decided him to place his fame and 
peace of mind beyond the danger of attack. 


Has anybody noticed that William J. Bryan is receding and de- 


creasing as a figure in national politics? More.blatant demagogues 
than he have come to the front, with theories even more radical and 
revolutionary than those advocated by the three times defeated. 
More spectacular performers have come upon the stage with new 
•novelties^ and a more bizarre assortment of theories. As a hobby 
horse-rider he is in the back number class and is now compelled to 
let the political show go on without being in the ring himself. He

-talents) a lawyer of established reputation and ability and a citizen 
of high character. None can say that he is morally or mentally unfit 
to fill the office to which he has been appointed. But he has always 
b«en a-Republican and has never failed tQ:act,openly,with his^party. 
In .the .eyes, of the men who pull the "strings on Senator Works this 
may be deemed a disqualification, but the' junior' Senator is not likely 
t0 Mt'it up as "a reason for rejecting his confirmation. Works has been 
fighting the President's California appointments ever since Congress 
convened. He has taken this course obviously for political reasons, 
his object 'being to embarrass the President and visit vengeance on 
all Federal office-holders who decline to bend the knee to the bosses 
now in control of the Republican machine in this State. For the 
last dozen years Mr. McNab has taken the stump for the Republican 
ticket in every campaign, and this is likely to be considered a mortal 
*in by the nondescript-jobocracy marshaled behind Governor John- 
ion. But Mr. McNab will be confirmed and will jnakc a good officer. 


Speed Up the School Buildings. 


It is to be hoped that there will be"' more expedition in "erecting 


the new school buildings than has been shown in the erection of the 
new city hall or the last batch of schoolhouscs. A good deal of time 
has already been , consumed in preliminaries which have not im- 
pressed' the" public altogether favorably. 


Bonds to erect the city hall were voted in November, 3909— 


two years and four months ago. The steel for the third story is not 
yet up, and the work is going on at so leisurely a pace as to excite 
wonder why there should be such procrastination. The same 
dilatory methods have attended work on all the improvements au- 
thorized at the bond election of November, 1909. 


Several months after the .city hall bonds were voted, the city of 


Galveston let a contract for constructing a concrete causeway 
across the bay, to connect the island with the mainland, and pro- 
vide an open door for all railroads entering the city, or desiring to 
enter, also a wagon roadway across the bay. The cost of-the struc- 
ture was to be $2,000,000. 


The Galveston causeVay is about completed, and in May a great 


celebration \vill be held in honor of the event. In less than two 
years L»alveston has Decn linkeu with t'ue nidinldnu uy * fcigantn. 
structure designed to accommodate all classes of traffic, including 
trolley lines and motor cars. 


How docs our performance compare \vith what Galveston has 


done? One delay has succeeded another till the public has grown 
tired and a trifle" disgusted. After getting their design selected it 
was months before the working plans were supplied by the archi- 
tects. Then there was a controversy between the steel contractors 
and the superintendent of construction, and more delays resulting 
from disputes between sub-contractors and the labor unions. So

Why Business Is Reviving. 


The increase in the bank clearings during the present week is a 


reflection of the confidence inspired by more settled political condi- 
tions. Every large commercial center in the country, Kansas City 
alone excepted, shows a substantial increase. Also Bradstreets 
reports an improved trading market, and' a more,hopeful feeling in 
financial "circles'.

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All this can be reasonably ascribed—in a measure, at least—to 


the clearing up of the political situation. 
Confidence has returned 


with the certainty of Taft's renomination and the visible improve- 
ment in his prospects for re-election. Tht 
smashing defeat of 


Roosevelt in North Dakota had a stimulating effect on business, 
which was refreshed and revived again by the sweepirfg Taft vic- 
tories in Idaho and Indiana. 
< 


The addresses recently delivered by the President have raised 


him in the estimation of the public and strengthened him in the con- 
fidence of the people. His clear, candid statements regarding his 
policies have had a striking moral effect on the public mind. In 
Taft the progressive spirit is coupled with the conservative method. 
The President desires to go forward, but he advances with caution 
and deliberation and with a resolute determination not to take any 
hasty, ill-advised step or do anything that will unnecessarily dis- 
turb the industrial system of the country. He does not proceed till 
he has carefully surveyed the ground and assured himself as to the 
wisest course to take. 
"*• 


Honcc public sentiment is ranging itself with renewed confidence 


and enthusiasm behind him, and a spirit of optimism pervades trade 
and industrial circles. Business becomes more active as Taft's pros- 
pects brighten. As the President's renomination has become a cer- 
tainty, his re-election is the only question remaining in the balance. 
That becomes more probable day by day. 


The Craze for Regulation. 


The passion for reform is spreading and is finding various chan- 


nels of activity. In Kansas the Legislature has by statutory enact- 
ment regulated the size of bed-sheets in-hotels and boarding-houses. 
An act of the Texas Legislature makes it a misdemeanor for a per- 
son to take a drink of strong waters out of his (or her) own flask 
on a railroad train. The Mississippi Legislature has just enacted a 
law imposing a line of $100 on any person giving or asking a tip in 
a hotel, sleeping car or dining car. It was seriously proposed in 
the last regular session of the California Legislature to compel per- 
sons shaving themselves to pay a barber's license. In other places 
it has been proposed to regulate by law the size of women's hats, 
the cut of women's gowns and to prohibit the smoking of cigarettes. 


Just where this sort of thing is to end no one can tell, but it indi- 


cates the intolerant attitude of the public mind. Continued inter- 
ference of this kind with personal liberty is sure to be abortive in 
the end and is likely to provoke a reaction. As Lord Macaulay 
pointed out, the ascetic extremes of the Puritans caused the obscene 
excesses ot tiie Kestoration to be welcomed and embraced, 'loo 
much restriction was followed by wild license. The killjoy cant 
of Praise-God-Barcboncs and his ilk caused the people to look with 
a lenient eye on the \ices of the court of Charles II and the libidin- 
ous comedies of Wycherley. 


In fixing moral standards social law is stronger than statute 


law: people cannot be made virtuous and religious by act of the 
Legislature. When the political power is invoked to regulate the 
meat and drink of the people at large and personal conduct in mat- 
ters which do not affect the welfare of thciitate or the rights of the 
public, it is treading on dangerous ground. It makes trifles political 
issues and obscures the real functions of government

Oakland Lawyer Charged by 


Government With Cheating 


His Clients. 


SAN 
FRANCISCO., March 
23.— 


Charged In a federal Indictment with 
having- used the postofflce in further- 
ance of a scheme to defraud the heirs 
of an Intestate decedent, Darwin C. 
de Golla. an attorney of Oakland, ap- 
peared for trial yesterday 
before 


United States District Judge E. S. 
Farrlngton. 
The 
prosecution 
was 


conducted by Assistant United States 
District Attorney Ben L. McKinley, 
and, 
In an advisory capacity, ..by City 


Postofflce Inspector William I Ma- 
deira, who had collected the evidence 
on behalf of the government. 
The 


defendant was represented by Abra- 
ham Lincoln Frlck and George E. 
de Golia. 
The story of the case as gathered 


from the indictment and as told by 
witnesses for the government is to 
the effect that William D. Whltte- 
more died Intestate In Oakland on 
January 14, 1905. 
The only heirs 


found were Otis M Whittemore and 
his daughter, Mrs. Ella W. Holbrook, 
residents of Maiden. Mass. They em- 
ployed the defendant as their attor- 
ney and signed a contract agreeing 
to pay hjm one-fourth of the amount 
he might recover for them out of the 
estate, the defendant to pay all ex- 
penses. 


COURT ORDER. - 


The matter was decided 
by Su- 


perior Judge William H. Waste o£ 
Oaklaud. who ordered a decree in 
favor of Whittemore and Mrs Hol- 
brook for $3764, the value 
of the 
estate 
Subsequent to the entering of 


the decree on the minutes of the court 
the defendant Is accused of having 
written several letters to Mrs. Hol- 
brook and Whittemore, stating that 
ho was Investigating the case and ex- 
pecte<| to arrive at a favorable result 
for his clients, but representing that 
he would have Ho undergo consider- 
able expense, one item of which was 
S1000 for a trip from Oakland 
to 
Boston for the purpose of examining 
certain records in the State House In 
the last-named city. In view of these 
representations, De 
Golia. It 
was 
stated, induced them to sign a new 
contract, giving him 60 per cent of 
the proceeds Instead of the 25 per 
cent originally agreed upon. The al- 
legation that Tie had concealed from 
his clients the decision In/their favor, 
that he had taken on the trip East 
his wife and a relative on what was 
alleged to be a pleasure trip, and had 
represented that this trip was neces- 
sary for the winning of the case, con- 
stituted the basis for the 
govern- 
ment's charge of fraud. 


DE GOLIA ACCUSED. 


It was testified by the witnesses, 
and -was not contradicted, that De 
Golla had drawn $3544 of the money 
of the proceeds of the estate out of 
the Oakland Bank of Savings and 
had retained It. 
Attorney Frlck said that he ex- 


pected to show that an attorney rep- 
resenting another claimant had an- 
nounced his purpose 
of appealing 
from tha decree, or taking gome other 
step to reopen the case, and that De 
Golla therefore considered that he 
had no legal right to forward the 
money to his clients, because the de- 
cree would not protect his) fee until 
after the expiration of six months, 
during which an appeal could have 
been taken. 
Judge Waste and Supreme Judge 
Harry A. Melvin were among 
t>ie 


witnesses who testified to the pre- 
vious good reputation 
of the 
de- 


fendant. 
The trial will bo reusmed on Mon- 


day at 10 a. m

Wealthy Orientals Are Unable 


to Buy Services of the 


Gunmen. 


SAN FRANCISCO. March 23.—Not- 


withstanding the peace pact which 
has been signed by the warring tongs, 
further 
hostilities are 
expected in 
the local Chinatown. 
The only rea- 


son why several other murders were 
not committed yesterday and revenge 
wreaked on the Bing Kong Tone or- 
ganization was because the wealthiest 
Chinese in the Oriental quarter were 
unable to hire the necessary hatchet 
men. The Gor Lorn Yee Sor organi- 
zation is composed of the well-to-do 
merchants in the Chinese quarter, and 
it was from their tong that the vic- 
tims were sought by the Blng Kong 
highbinders. 
Despite their wealth and power the 


Gor Lorn Yee Sor members were un- 
able to find any g-un met to •nreak 
vengeanca 
upon 
their 
antagonists. 


The reason for this is found in the 
previous war in which the Hop Sings>, 
the Hip Sings, the Suey Sings, the 
Sing Suey Ngs and the Wong family 
are engaged. 
The latter battle was 


postponed on 
account 
of the Ne'w 
Year celebration and all of the high- 
binders are affiliated and retained by 
these tongs and their sympathizers. 
The Bing Kong tong is the only one 
not mixed up in that embroglio and 
when they found their fellow mem- 
bers murdered the Gor Lorn Yee Sors 
were practically "helpless 


The peace pact it la believed will 
go only far enough to protect the men 
under arrest from prosecution, and 
It is said that as soon as the neces- 
sary hatchet men can be hired sev- 
eral members of the Bins- Kongs may 
expect to find themselves targets for 
leaden missiles. 
The unrest In Chinatown Is still 
evident, despite the peace. The clubs 
are locked on the outside, their occu- 
pants having fled. 
Merchants who 
must conduct their business go in 
company with armed guards on the 
public streets, and at other times are 
barricaded 
In their 
rooms. There 
were scarcely ten Chinese on Grant 
avenue at noon and those who were 
out most were boys In their teens and 
joung men not affiliated as yet with 
the organizations. 


ENDED HERE-. 


"So far as Oakland Is concerned, 
the tong war is ended." 


This was the 
announcement of 


Acting Chief of Police Walter J. Pe- 
tersen. 
As to the methods used In 
bringing about a cessation of hostili- 
ties in this city, Petersen refused to 
talk this morning, absolutely refusing 
to discuss the means he had used to 
suppress the hatchetmen in Oakland. 


"There will be no more 
violence 


among the Oakland 
Chinese," de- 
clared Acting Chief Petersen. "The 
tong war Is ended, so far as this city 
is concerned, unless some new cause 
of strife arises and other tongs be- 
come involved. But, so far as the 
Blng Kong tong and the Kim Lung 
Suey tong aro concerned, I have al- 
most absolute assurance that there 
will be no more trouble In Oakland." 


Lee Seung and Ony Lun Kee, both 


Blng Kong tongmen, arrested follow- 
ing the murder of Lee Sun See King 
at the headquarters ol the Chinese 
Free Masons, 327 Ninth street, as 
suspects, were released last night by 
Acting Chief Petersen, after the con- 
ference which resulted In his being 
given assurance that there will be no 
more trouble In this city. The police 
had no means of connecting the two 
suspects with the murder of Lee Sun 
See King. 
Despite the fact that he has been 
assured that the hatchetmen 
and 


gunmen have ceased hostilities, Act- 
Ing Chief Petersen has doubled the 
Chinatown squad. 
Trains from the 
Interior and the ferries from San 
Francisco will be closely watched by 
the police and all Chinese carrying 
concealed weapons detected 
by the 


police will be placed in custody. 


The police last night raided three 


Chinese lottery houses. The proprie- 
tors were released on 1300 bu.il each, 
and the visitors on $10. 


Those arrested are as follows: Ah 
Bing, 1676 Seventh street: Ah Tuck, 
674 Twenty-second street; Tai Lee, 
111* Fourteenth street. 


Visitors arrested In tho three places 
numbered twelve.

True, the postofflca department 
transports the letter more than three and 
one-half miles for two cants, but you 
have to pay two cents to have it taken 
even a half mils.

law as morganatic, and the son, Ray- 
mond, was compelled to bear his moth- 
ers name of Itoth until the year 1393, 
when the Bavarian government by a spe- 
cial decree authorized him to assume his 
father's name of Fugger, but not his 
title, or even his nobility particle 'Von." 
He was subsequently created an ordinary 
noble by the king of Wurtemburg, but 
that did not improve his social station 
much.

satisfaction. A person gifted with a musical mind, yet denied the ability 
ot expression, can find no deep pleasure In his talent. 
It is only in 


the knowledge that one can express himself successfully that there 
is gratification in the possession of any talent. So in the inner peace 
of Jeus we read a confidence that He could deliver His message. 


There was in His personality the element of obedience to His 


talent.. It expressed itself in His determination to deliver His message. 
This was perhaps the most vital of the three elements, at least without 
it the others would Tiave been vain.

through the instrumentality of Christianity and tine Church, to cultivata 
and engender' those elements that in the life or Josus figure so strongly. 
So only can we bring Into our life those conditions that are promises 
of outward success and Inward peace.'

Superintendent. 


SAN MATED, March 23.—William 


H. Hutton, who, for the last year, has 
been superintendent of the Armitago 
Orphanage In this city, was dismissed 
at a special meeting of the board of 
managers 
and 
Hugh 
Montgomery 


elected to take his place. No formal 
charges were preferred against Hut- 
ton and none of the directors will 
discuss the reasons for hla dismissal. 


Hutton left San Mateo Thursday 


night at 9 o'clock. TVhen the boys at 
the orphanage discovered that he had 
been dismissed they started a mutiny 
and made an attack on J. McTaggert, 
an orderly and guard. 
Six of the 


ringleaders were taken to the Aid 
Home in San Francisco, where they 
arc still held. 
Hutton is well known In San Fran- 


cisco and tho bay cities, having beeji 
engaged in juvenile work here for 
thirty years. 
He was formerly 
pro- 


bation officer of the Juvenile Court 
of San Francisco. He is a recognized 
authority in this work, and at a re- 
cent meeting of tho board of man- 
agers his administration of the insti- 
tution 
was 
favorably 
commented 


upon. 


Since taking charge he- l»ai sys- 


tematized things in such a way as to 
save thousands of dollars annually In 
the running of the orphanage. 
He 


also Initiated a new system of disci- 
pline, whereby the boys are self-gov- 
erned and tho Institution run exactly 
as a city. Tho boys elect their offi- 
cers, and offenders against the rule* 
are punished with loss of privileges. 
The Armitage Orphanage occupies 


a beautiful group of buildings, erected 
in 1909 at a cost of $50,000 by Miss 
Jennie and Charles Templeton Crock- 
er In honor of their parents. It is a 
popular charity with San Francisco 
society, and two or three functions 
arc given each year for its support. 
The most notable of these last year 
was tho lawn fete eflvcn in Hillsboro 
by Miss Jennie Crocker.

Ordinance. 


BERKELEY, March 23. — The park 


commission wants a campaign started by 
the city council against poison oak. 
A 


communication to that effect was pre- 
sented to the council by Hugo H. LUien- 
thal of the commission, which Includes 
alto C. P. Wieland, chairman; 
A. T. 
Sutherland, Sheldon W. Cheney and C. 
A Sherman. 


Introducing its request for,an ordinance 
against poison oak, the commission says: 


"We are all acquainted with the dan- 
gers and nuisance of poison oak. Poison 
oak has been allowed to grow In our 
midst for years, 
entirely unrestricted. 
We also luiow that the community In 
which we live, and tha people of our 
fair city, are exposed to the dangers of 
being poisoned and to the consequent 
Buffering from it. 
"Therefore, being cognizant 
of 
such 


dangers and nuisance to the public in 
general, we, the park commissioners of 
Berkeley, hereby present 
(a statement 


to you, asking you to pass an ordinance 
at your earliest possible opportunity, con- 
taining the accompan/ing provisions for 
Its complete eradication." 


The council referred 
the 
matter to 
committee of tho whole. 
Details sug- 
gested by the commission for Inclusion 
in the proposed ordinance are as follows: 
"That It shall be unlawful for any 


person. In the limits of the city of Ber- 
keley to have plants of poison oak. 
"That no1 more than three plants of

to the minimum, or do away with It 
altogether. 


The resolution Introduced by Colonel 


Bullock on November 21, last, is as fol- 
lows: 


"Whereas, the waterfront of the city 


of Aiameda Is dally becoming more valu- 
able, and will In the near future be In 
great demand for shipping and, 
* 


"Whereas said 
waterfront 
should be 


under control of tha municipality, there- 
fore be It 


"Resolved, that the matter of securing 


to the municipality its entire waterfront 
be "referred to the harbor commission, 
qity engineer and the city attorney, with 
a request that such steps bo taken as will 
enable the municipality to petition the 
next regular session of the state legisla- 
ture to set apart to the use of the city 
of Aiameda forever tha -whole of its water 
front." 


In an interview today Colonel Bullock 


said: 


"These tide lands were turned over to 


the state of California from tha United 
States who became the custodian of the 
people's property, to be held In trust for 
all the people. Under the 
custodianship 


no deeds could be given to private owner- 
ship to any state tide lands. At tho last 
legislature control was granted tp Oak- 
land, Los Angeles, San Diego and Long 
Beach.

"Securing the control of the Aiameda 


waterfront means for the city more than 
any other thing that could happen for us. 
Once control Is secured the city will be in 
a. position to collect revenues from ren- 
tals that will in time ba sufficient to 
reduce the taxes to a minimum."

ets, wear and tear on stalls, soaps, oils 
and medicine. The hauling ai\ay of sta- 
ble

costs 
the city $7.40 per 
month. Millington states that the neces- 
sary repairs, etc., enumerated above will 
Increase the cost per team at least $10 a 
month. 


The life of a team of horses, as applied 
to the term of efficient service in a fire 
department, is from six to eight years 
There are at present six horses in the 
Aiameda department that will have to be 
replaced within the next two years at 
the outside 
These horses will cost at 
least $200 apiece. 


According to the figures of tho fire 
department, the Court stieet hose com- 
pany was called out to one fire during 
the month of Februarj- The cost, there- 
fore, of the one trip, according to Mill- 
ington's figures, regardless oT the pay 
of the firemen, was something In the 
neighborhood of $50. Millington points 
out that had the combination auto cham- 
ical and hose wagon been in use this fig- 
ure would have been practically elim- 
inated, as the trip to the flra would cost 
for oils and gasoline but five cents or 
less. 


The cost of operating the auto fire 


engine, 
taken 
over 
a. period of six 
months, being from July 1 to December 
81, 1911, was $2.54 per month. This in- 
cluded oil, gasoline aaa all battery ana 
other current expenses, repairs, etc. Dur- 
ing this period of time the engine, In ad- 
dition to answering all regular calls, went 
out 26 times for drill, pumping from a 
hvdrant for 13 hours at a total cost to 
the city of $15.24. 


The cost of running the auto engine 


from tho Webb avenue house to Paru 
street and Central avenue and return, 
taking an average ot about fifty runs, is 
two cents. 


WOULD NOT USE HORSES. 


The proposal of the police and 
fire 
commission is to do away entirely with 
the horses. 
More efficiency, It is de- 
clared, will result, not only from the fact 
that 1hc apparatus will arrive earlier at 
the fire, but- another man, the driver, 
will be immediately available •- for 
fire 


feuty 
Under existing circumstances the 
driver has to remain with the horses, and 
his use a* a fl'-eman, except at v. ery large 
fires, Is nil 
Even at a large fire the 


drl-vera' time Is lost by reason of their 
having to unhitch the horses and lead 
them away from the scene of the con- 
flagration 
Forty-three thousand dollars was the 
appropriation for the fire department In 
this city last year. Millington states .that 
the same appropriation will not only take 
care of the department with auto ma- 
chines, but will pay tho interest and re- 
demption on the bonds, provide a more 
efficient department and result In the 
reduction of the rates of Insurance. 


The proposition provides for the pur- 
chase of eight chassis to be used under 
the bodies of the present hose and chem- 
ical wagons and two Martin 
tractors, 


which will bo used for the present hook 
and ladder truck and horse drawn en- 
gine. The cost of these tractors Is $3000, 
and their adaption to the present appa- 
ratus would give machines that, pur- 
chased in their entirety, nould cost $6000 
apiece. In this way none of the old ap- 
paratus Is wasted, except tho 
wheels, 
which can be disposed of to good ad- 
vantage. Millington says. 
As a. further Increase In efficiency 50- 
gallon chemical tanks will bo added to 
each hose wagon and those of the present 
chemical engines Increase 35 to 50 gal- 
lons, giving 180 gallons additional chem- 
ical to that now available.

cisco? 
Why do the people of this 


city have to pay from two to three 
Hundred per qent more for their fish 
than the fish Is worth? 


These questions were raised yester- 


day before the California Fish and 
Same Commission by Gerald H. Cata- 
nia, who. with his brother, Clifton J. 
Catania, were forced- out Of the fish. 
Business by the local fish trust. 


C.atania appeared beforo the com- 


mission for the purpose of urging the 
necessity for legislation, that will give 
:ho Stato authorities power to regu- 
late tho price of llsh that 'Is taken 
from the waters of the State. 
'It the State," said Catania, "has 


the power to regulate the taking of 
Huh and game, why should it not have 
also the power to say to the person 
who takes the llsh what price shall 
be charged for the food? At tho pres- 
ent time llsh costs the consumer twice 
as much JIB beef. 
Tho prices of flsh 


are controlled absolutely by the local 
flMh lru.it. 
Tho supply of fish i.s Jimt 


as plentiful now as it was when the 
prices wore not more than one-third 
to one-half what they are now. Thero 
Is no free competition In tho tlsh busi- 
ness. 
Tho trust will not permit it. 


Any person who attempts to enter the 
llsh business In San Francisco will 
lose his whole investment, for he will 
be Immediately undersold by the trust 
and frozen out.'.' 
President F. M. Nowbert of the com- 


mission said that while the main work 
of thi> commlHslon was the protection 
and propagation- of ilsh and game, tho 
commission 'has Inaugurated a policy 
which It is believed will reach and 
control the matter of the high price 
of flsli. 
"We are organizing popular flsh and 


game protective associations through- 
out the State." «atcl Newbert. "We n.1- 
roaclv huvo 7000 members and wo ex- 
pect to have luu.uuu members oeturo 
the beginning of next year. With this 
great organised force we will go be- 
fore the legislature and demand, In the 
name of tho people, such fish and 
game laws as will be for the public

A woman is built 
to-be a helpmate of man, not to make 
his laws. She lacks the. Intellectual fiber 
which guides man to be conservative, 
weigh matters in the balance and helps 
him *to deplde matters wisely and justly.
